Reaſons for rhe Election of the Ingredients which conſti- 
tute this Balſam , of their Natures, Propertics, and 
Virtues. Firſt concerning the Menſtruum. 


Amongſt tlie Chymifts the word Aenſtrunm is given to any Liquor, ei- 
ther Natural or Artificial, Simple or Compound, which is uſed for the 
diſſolution of any Mixt; and in that reſpect common Water may beſo 
termed. But this word is reſtrained to ſuch Liquors, as are of power ro diſ- 
unite, open, and diſſolve, the Mucilag nous, Reſinous Saline, and Balſamich 
parts of whatſoever lyes hid in Natural Productions, as alſo to extract and 
retain their reſpecti e Tinctures. 

There are variety of theſe Menſtruumt, according to the diverſe qua- 
liries of matters to be diſſolved, and the Inventions of Ingenious and la- 
borious Artiſts. There being but few Maſters in this Scientifick Art, but 
have ſome pecullarly due ro their own fortunate Stars, and Induſtry. 

Of theſe Menftruums ſome are made of the Juices of fruirs, as of Le- 
mon, Pomgranars, Barberies, and the like; but the chiefeft amongſt 
them are ſuch as are prepared of the Juice of the Grape, namely Spirit 
of Wine and Vinegar. hore are extracted of ſome parts and excre-

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ments of Animals, as out of Bloud, Urine, the fæcal Matter, and the like. 
Orhers are prepared from Minerals and Metals, as out of Vitriol, Common 
Salt, Nitre, , Mercury, Venus, Saturne, and the like. To theſe Men- 
firanms I may add by themſelves ſuch as ate extracted out of Hony, May- 
Dew, they being kind Jof Meteors not to be properly ranged under 1.

By a ſymparherick influence thoſe which are extracted from Veger ables, 
are thy (go for the extraction of Vegetables, and ſo it is with thoſe 
extracted from Animals, Minerals, and Metals : Yet this rule is hot fo ab- 
ſolure, but that ſome of theſe Menſtruums are uſed promiſcuouſly one for 
another, but that which is moſt general is the Spirit of Wine, 

This Spirit is call'd the Incorruptible Eſſence, the Water of Life, the Key 
of the Philoſophers, the Univerſal Liquor or Balſum, the Philoſophers Sulphur 
and Mercury of the Vegetables, ne Pearly Matter, and the Author of this 
N us given it the name of Accuated Aenſtruum, or Heaven of the 
Vegetables, with which he was ud to exttact the true Tinct ure of Gold. 
And by the Philoſophers it was termed that Fire of Nature, as much con- 
Cealed as Celebrated amongſt them, who unanimouſlyſay, Tgnis & Axot 
tibi ſuffecrunt; Theſe and diverſe other ſuch Denominarions too tedious to 
relate, are ſufficient to declare, that this Spirit is rhe fitteſt Liquor of all 
thoſe which are either Natural or Artificial tharis capable ofextracting the 
Vertues of whatſoever is infuſed and digeſted in it, without the loſs of its 
ſeminal Faculties, and leaving behind * rel iques of their Middle Lives 
vertue.

This Spirit of Wine is Simple or Compound, I call that Simple, which 
is extracted by bare Diſtillation, without any further addition. And by 
the Compound, I mean that which is Effencified and impregnated wit 

its Eſſential Salt, and amongſt all of that kind is that which I have choſen 
for the preparation of choſe Matters, which compound this Baſſum of Life.

Ir is not only a moſt Sovereign Cordial, by reeftabliſhing and 
augmenting the Radical Moifture and Natzral Heat, but it is alſo an excel- 
tent Purifier of the Blend, diſperſing and driving forth by ſenfible and in- 
ſenſible Tranſpirarions, that which is Hererogeneous and corrupted} in 
the whole Body, which are the reſults of rhe diverſe alterations of the 
blood, tending to Corruption and Putrefaction, and Conſequently to the 
deftruRion of that ſubject, who mn ought to mot and Nouriſh. 

Notwirhſtanding thoſe exquifir intrinſecal qualities and. virrues, it is 
the opinion of ſome, that Gold cannot preſerve nor renovate by reaſon 
of his co aRednels which is ſuch as not to be ſo diſſolved, but that it
